never be proved. Why refera religious declension | 
to the measures used in a revival, when there 
may be a combination of most obvious reasons to 
account for it; and when, perhaps, all revivals 
that ever existed from the creation of the world, 
not even excepting the most pure and wisely 
conducted, have been succeeded by more or less 
decline. The revival here was not a temporary 
and spasmodical excitement, but a steady and 
protracted work. It commenced in 1836, and 
continued without suspension for 4 years. And 
even up to the present time, and notwithstand- 
ing all our guilty backsliding, we have had no 
communion, without receiving some from the 
ranks of the world. But do you ask again, 
why the present spiritual apathy among your 
people? The only answer I will now give is, 
that I attribute much of it, not to my measures, 
ut to my affections; to my slow and foolish 
eart. If measures produced declension here, 
what produced a deeper and sudden declension 
at some other stations where such measures— 
a misnomer by the by—were never used ? 

My rules of church discipline have generally 
been esteemed strict, perhaps rigid; and yet the 
proportion of excominunications lave been no 
greater here than in most of our churches, and 
much less than in many, 

And now, in view of the wonders of grace 
which God has wrought here, will any one say 
that this field “has been scathed by the fire?” ~ 

Has a tenfold increase of copies of the holy 
Scriptures among our people, “ scathed” the land ? 
Has the increase of worshipping congregations 
from one to 20, and of attendants from 1000 to 
8000 “ scathed” the land ? 

Has the increase of church members in regular 
standing from 36 to 6400 (see reports of Hilo for 
1835 and 1841), “seathed” the land? I might 
extend these comparisons much farther, but I for- 
bear. 

Let the friend who makes such remarks on the 
adorable work of the blessed Spirit, come and 
look at the field in its length and breadth. Let 
him examine patiently, candidly, and in detail the 
evidences of advancement or of retrogression 
among this people. Let him look repeatedly at 
every individual of the 7000 who have named 
the name of Christ since the commencement of 
this revival: let him sift the church, just so far 
as he dare, on his own principles of judg ng 
Christian character; let him use his utmost sa- 
gacity in detecting hypocrites and his boldest en- 
ergy m taking forth “the precious from the vile,” 
and if, after all his fear of reprobates and all his 
search for hid treasures, he should find 2000 
even 1000 whom he would t dare

could no longer live. The father, whom the curate 
had positively forbidden to have the gospel in his 
house, drove the son out of doors, in the expectu- 


tion that this severe act would bring him to sub- 
mission. But the lad had already learned that 
he must renounce every thing to follow the Lord; 
and he came to seek an asylum with us, that we 
might aid him in finding a place where he could 
follow the word of God, while gaining his liveli- 
hood, For ten days he had enjoyed among us 
freedom to quench his thirst in reading the Bi- 
ble; when his futher arrived, and immediately 
addressed him in the most reproachful terms, 
for disobeying him before his majority. “1 
was’nt sure of living so long,” replied F., “and 
besides, | could not postpone for one day nor one 
hour the salvation of my soul; because it is 
written, repent and believe the gospel.” He 
conversed for a lone time with this old man; 
who at length consented, ‘in order to secure 
the return of his son with him, that he should 
possess the Bible and attend our religions ser- 
vices. F., who had never known his father to tell 
a falsehood, trusting the sincerity of the promi- 
ses made to him before many witnesses, returned 
with him. He very soon discovered that his 
father had deceived him; for he was taken to the 
house of a curate in our neighborhood, who had 
persuaded him to deceive him, by making prom- 
ises which he had no intention to keep. ‘This 
priest employed every means to retain this young 
man in the thraldom of superstition; mockings, 
threats, promises, were all employed ; he attempt- 
ed to prove to him that his Bible was false, dan- 
gerous, &c, But he had heard the voice of the 
good shepherd, and easily distinguished that 
of the hireling. As soon as he returned home, 
his Bible was taken away ; and for three months 
he was guarded like a prisoner, to prevent all 
communication with the children of God. His 
father took him again to the curate, who offered 
to keep him at his house and give him religious 
instruction; he asked him to read and and ex- 
plain the gospel to hun. The curate mocked 
him, saying; “it was not that he should teach 
him.” Mr. Rossy being one day at St. Pie, 
Francois escaped from his keepers to have a few 
moments conversation with him.

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THE LATE DUKE DE ROCHEFOUCAULD. 
{From our Correspondent. ] 
No. 5. Paris, Arrit 25, 1842. 

I have already spoken of the Society of Christian 
Morals; and I think an account of its illustrious 
founder, the Duc de la Rochefoucauld-Liancourt, 
would be interesting to your readers. 

Francis-Alexander-Frederic de la Rochefoucauld- 
Liancourt, was born on the 11}th January, 1747, 
and died on the 27th of March, 1826, at the advanc- 
ed age of 79 years. Being naturally disposed to a 
work of philanthropy, not to gaiety and frivolity, 
he chose rather the happiness of domestic life than 
the bustle and dissipation of war; and he left the 
army, to which he had attached himself, to marry 
the eldest daughter of the Count de Lamion, Ex- 
governor of Minorca. He made a visitto England, 
where he was well received. It was of him that 
the celebrated Walpole said, * he is the French- 
man in whom I feel most interest; he is full of 

kindness, and without affectation.” 

In the year 1763, he became Grand-Keeper of the 
Robes, in succession to his father through whose 
rank in society, he obtained this situation. He 
formed an intimacy with the Duc de Choiseul, and 
continued his affection for him, notwithstanding 
the disfavor shown to this Minister by the King, 
when he was exiled to Chanteloup. 

It was when surrounded by his family and his 
vassals that the excellent qualities of the Duc de- 
la Rochefoucauld was developed in the most strik- 
ing manner. Beloved by all who were admitted 
to his acquaintance, he was happiest when farthest 
from the troubles of the Court, and consequently, 
was not often at the Palace. He did all in his pow- 
er to improve the lot of those around him ; and the 
rising generation were especially the objects of his 
generous efforts. It was in his patrimonial lands 
that he showed more especially that philanthrophy 
which ever distinguished him. Here he introduc- 
ed the School of Arts and Sciences; an Institution 
well known, and from which that of Chelsea in 
England was planned. 

To the virtuous successor of Louis X Vth, the 
Duc de la Rochefoucauld, was a sincere friend ; 
and he frequently used his influence with that mon- 
arch during the excursions he sometimes made with 
In 1787, he 
came as Deputy from the Nobility of Clermont, 
Beausoisis, to the Assembly of the States-General 
There he voted for the verification of the three 


him for the cause of philanthrophy. 


States, and signed a protestation against the resolu- 
tions of most of the nobles; but, in the midst of the 


part he had to act for those by whom he was sent, 


he lost not his affection for the King; ever trying | 


to unite his duties as Deputy, with his regard and 
respect for Louis, asa subject. At this movement, 
he wrote a work on the grand subject then under 
consideration ; a subject which was to determine 
the future destinies of France,—Finance and Cred- 
it. The conversation between the King and the 
Duc de la Rochefoucauld, after the first demonstra- 
tion of the public fury, is well known. When he 
arrived at Versaillesto announce that event, Louis 
said, * This, then, is a revolt!’ and the philanthro- 
pist replied; “ No, Sire, it is a revolution !"’ And, 
what a revolution did it become! The most out- 
rageous in its violation of the laws of humanity ; 
the least profitable, in its results, to the nation, and 
to the world! 

On the 18:h of July, 1787, the Duc de Rochefou- 
cauld became President of the National Assembly. 


He performed the duties which belonged to this of- | 
fice with dignity; and, though professing and be-| 
lieving republican doctrines, he was no participator 
in the outrages of that Assembly. In the year 1789, 


he published a work on the recruiting of the army

He became member of a Committee authorised by 


the Constituent Assembly for the extinction of men- 


dicity ; and, in the office of Secretary, wrote eighit 


Reports respecting the manner of fulfilling the ob- 


jects of the Society, the number of beggars in the 
kingdom, etc. ete. He had found, in his visits to 
the Parisian hospitals, that thousands of individuals 


were perishing in dungeons, deprived of almost all 


things necessary for life, and that without a trial ! | 
Such was the state of the charitable institutions of | 


Paris before the Revolution. 


The Duc de la Rochefoucauld, ever ready to aid 
the cause of philanthrophy, was the first to propose | 
the introduction of workshops for such beggars as | 
were able to support themselves by manual labor. | 


After the session of the National Assembly, he was 


on Death as a punishment. 





He wrote several oth- 


er works, all of which have the cause of philanthro- 
py for their subjects. 


The Due de la Rochefoucauld, far from the trou- 
bles of Court, viewed in silence the agitation of the 
world; and it was not till some years after the cor- 
onation of Napoleon, that a letter from the Grand 
Chamberlain reached him, informing him that the 
Emperor allowed him the most favored access to 
the Palace. Afier the exile of Napoleon, the Duc 
de la Rochefoucauld was made Member of the 
Chamber of Peers; and upon the return of that 
great man from the Isle of Elba, he remained in 
his station, as well as after the second Restoration. 
He continued his work of benevolence till the day 
of his death ; ever profiting by the occasions which 
presented themselves, to benefit his fellow-crea- 
tures. In 1816, he authorised a Concours for the 
reward of the person who invented the best meth- 
od of teaching children to read and write. On the 
20th of November, 1821, he founded the Society for 
Christian Morals. 

The Duc de la Rochefoucauld died on the 23d of 
March, 1826, after a short illness of four days, and 
surrounded by all that could alleviate the sufferings 
of his dying-bed. The most distinguished men of 
the time were present at his funeral; but a dis- 
graceful scene attended the last act of homage to 
this good man. The students of Chalons claimed 
the honor of carrying the coffin to the grave-yard, 
and were solemnly proceeding thither, in silence 
and weeping, when an agent of the Police came to 
them, and, with a manner that showed he was not 
acting from natural impulse, stated that he had or- 
ders to prevent the students from performing this 
filial ceremony.

Connected 
with the library is a fine reading-room, where all 
the important English and American periodicals 
are taken, and where the young gentlemen of the 
city can pass their evenings, very pleasantly aud 
profitably. 

The Baltimore Library Company is another 
highly respectable institution, Their library con- 
tains 12000 volumes, which are for the use of the 
citizens. There are others which deserve special 
notice, but which I must pass over for want of room. | 
The entertainments furnished by these Societies 
are fast superceding theatrical exhibitions and 
other demoralizing amusements. 

Near to the city is the Green Mount Cemetery, 
which is a beautiful burial place. It was selected 
and arranged for this purpose about four years 
since, and has already undergone great improve- 
ments.

Dupin made an ora- 
tion at his tomb, wherein he spoke of his devotion 
to the work of benevolence, his philanthropic deeds, 
his never-ceasing charity, and, lastly, of the out- 
rage which attended the transmission of his remains 
to his last dwelling. Such a life as that of the 
Due de la Rochefoucanld can never be forgotten ; 
would that there were many to follow his exom-

VISIT TO BALTIMORE. 
Wasnisotos, June 8th, 1842 

Dear Sir,—Having spent a part of this week in 
Baltimore, it may not be uninteresting to you to 
receive some account of that city. 

It was founded about one hundred years ago, 
and is beautifully situated on an arm of the Patap- 
sco river, two hundred miles from the mouth of 
the Chesapeake bay. The location is excellent, 
possessing, as it does, the best facilities for com- 
munication by water, and being provided with all 
kinds of materials requisite for buildings 

Among the objects of interest in the city, the 
Washington Monument is the most prominent. It 
is built of marble, and stands in the centre of a 
square of 200 feet diameter. The area around 
the base of the monument is about 100 feet in 
diameter and surrounded by an iron railing. The 


corner stone was laid in 1°16, and the Statue of 


Washington was placed upon the summit in 1830 
The height of the monument from the eminence 
on which it stands is 180 feet, and the height of the 
statue is 15 feet. It was along time before any 
one could be found who would undertake to place 
the statue, which weighs 16 tons, upen the monu 
ment. But the work was at last undertaken and

Mr. Editor,—In the Recorder of last week, afier 
a bref notice of the fact that the Lutheran Eduea- 
tion Society have been compelled through a defi- 
ciency of funds, to decline receiving new benefi- 
clantes at present, you make the fullowing com- 
ment: 

“Itis time to pause. When the ship leaks let 
her be hove up and examined. ‘There are defects 
in the system adopts d fur the education of young 
men forthe ministry beyond a doubt—let them be 
ascertained and remedied, and the churches will 
ugain take hold efficiently on the indispensable 
work of multiplying the beralds of salvation 

My object, Mr. Editor, in calling your atten- 
tion to the subject of this statement is to ask the 
favor that you will be more particular and point 
out the defeets which belong to the present system 


of the Education Society ; and thus assist those who 


are engaged in the management of this indispensa- 
ble work, to understand the difficulties ugainst 
which they labor. They will be most happy to 
know as soon as may be, all that is to be found out 
on this subject, as itis one to which they have 
given an anxious attention for several months past 
There is no objection to a free and kind discussion 
of the merits of the Education Soci ty at the pres 
enttime. Seach a discussion would do a valuable 
service to the cause If editors feel constrained to 
speak of defects in the system adopted by the soe.

If the churches are again to take hold efficiently 
on the indispensable work of supplying the he ralds 
of salvation, there is the most pressing need that 
they should do it nomediately. The Education 
Society has been left without adequate support, to 
sustain its pecuniary responsibilities, for several 
years; until it has gone to the utmost extent of its 
ability to accommodate itself to an exigency of this 
kind lemnly decided that the debt of the 
Society shall not be suffered to increase. Two 
appropriations out of the four which should have 
been made last year, were withheld. ‘The time for 
making the first appropriation for the present year 
willeome in about six weeks. The thought of not 
heing able to make it, after having withheld the 
last, is hardly to be endured, by those who know 
something of the condition of hundreds of the ben- 
eficinries, as affected by this privation of the means 
on which they had depended in sustaining the ex- 
penses of their education. The question is soon to 
be decided, with gegard to many who are in the 
middle and earlier stages of their « ourse, whether 
they are ever to set foot upon the threshhold of the 
gospel ministry. If, therefore, the ministers and 
churches are at heart disposed to sustain this cause, 
but are in faet deterred by a want of confidence in 
the instrumentalities employed, then let immediate 
measures be taken to make every thing right in 
this respect as far as possible. If the ship is to be 
hove up and examined, let it be done before fur- 
ther and more serious loss and damage is sustained 
Is it notthe duty of every person who has an influ- 
ence to exert on this subjec t, to be at some pains to 
come to an enlightened decision in his own mind 
in relation to its actual merits? Every facility to 
this end will, Fam persuaded, be most cheerfully 
afforded by those whe have been entrusted with the 
management of the Society.

A QUESTION. 

A Correspondent, subscribing himself an “ Aged 
Pilgrim,” inquires whether he is subject to the dis- 
cipline ofthe church in the fullowing circumstan- 
ces; viz. He has been a member of the church 
nearly 50 years; the church has wholly given up 
its original creed and covenant, and adopted anoth- 
er; to him, this new creed is so absurd and unin- 
telligible, that he cannot conscientiously adopt it; 
the reason assigned for the change, is, to render the 
creed mere confurmable to the views of some who 
wish to join the church, and who in the opinion of 
the inquirer, “cannot bear sound doctrine ;"’ this 
| in his view is no sufficient reason for the change, 


and therefore he cannot subscribe to the new arti- 
cles. 





A case like this can only be decided in foro con- 
scientia ; ifthe new creed and covenant do in fact 
| differ essentially from the old—if they contain the 
elements of * another gospel’'—any aggrieved mem- 
ber, otherwise in good and regular standing, may 
with propriety claim a dismission and recommen- 
| dation to any other church with which he ean hold 
fellowship. But if the majority of the church 
deem the original creed not to be essentially alter- 
ed—and if they are sound in the faith, and differ 
from their brethren only on a question of expedi- 
ency, it may be better to bear a little with their 
folly, ull time and maturer experience shall con- 
vince them of their mistake, than to separate from 
them violently. “An aged pilgrim” certainly is 
not bound to subscribe “ new articles,”’ conflicting 
| with those he bas signed befure—and of course, is 
not justly liable to discipline for refusing to sub-
